WARRIOR FOUND NEAR PRAGUE 


Ancient Soldier Lies on Back Hold- 
ing Long Aron Sword in Right 
Hand 


PRAGULE, Sept. 6.—In the course 
of excevations in the suburb of 
| Stresovice, néar Prague,*an arche- 
| ological find of considerable import- 
ance recently was de. It is a 
pen al date YOR ie beginning 
|of the iron age, that of a warrior, 
| who lies on his back holding in his 
right hand a long iron sword in an 
almost perfect state of preserva- 
tion. The grave also contains por- 
tions of the harness of a  horss 
which evidently was buried wiih 
him and various earthenware ves- 
sels, equally well preserved. 

The exceptional state of the rel- 
ics is attributed to the fact that 
both the warrior and the articles 
buried with him must have bern 
contained in a wooden box>cvvered 
with leather; a fragment of leat*er 
was found on the hilt of the sword.

Argentine Papers Comment Bit- 
terly of Firpo Prosecution. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 6.—The 
prosecution of Luis Angel Firpo, 
Argentine pugilist, in New York, on 
charges that he violated the immi- 
gration laws, is causing caustic 
comment in the Argentine news- 
papers. 

This comment is epitomized in 
the English language newspaper, 
the Buenos Aires Herald, which 
says the news of the steps taken 
against Firpo “can hardly comé as 
a pleasdnt item to those who  be- 
lieve in friendly feeling up and 
down the Americas.” 

“We know,” the newspaper con- 
| tinues, “that loftier spirits will 
| scornfully refuse to allow that a 
‘boxer could materially influence 
public opinion, but we “question 
whether there is at present a more 
popular figure among Latin-Amer- 
icans than this Argentine boxer. 
| “Furthermore, all sorts of wild 
ednjectures will be rife as reasons 
for the arrest of Firpo and the vast 
mass of South Americans will be- 
lieve that the steps agajnst him 
had been taken through Tear that 
coveted title of heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world would™Neave 
America. 

“A section of the Argentine press 
\is already commenting bitterly on 
ithe prosecution to which Firpo is 
being subjected, and we are not 
so sure that the complaints are ill- 
founded.”’

They are 
‘roperty of the Newhouse Gal- 
newly appointed Midwest 
distributer's of this great American 
landscapist’s paintings. They em- 
brace the early, middie and iater 
periods of his work. Preceding 
commentators have pointed out the 
“American-ness”™ of Lawson's 
work, with regard to subject mat- 
ter. Ther might have carried it 
even further. into the characteris- 
tically clear-eyed, honest, straight- 
forward manner of discernment 
and expression. 

Two of the five pictures at. the 
Newhouse Gallery are unaffected, 
spontaneous expressions of delight. 
inspired by sudden bursts of out- 
door beauty, trpical of Lawson's 
early work when his senses were 
fascinated by individual bits of 
beauty here and there, fragments 
of the unified whole which later 
came to please him in his matur- 
ity. One of these, gay in tts per- 
ception and pronunciation of the 
brilllance of subject. presents a 
wholly unexpected compositional! 
arrangement. 

Acquaintance with examples of 
Lawson's early work. and with the 
word of his authorities, relieves the 
shock of the peculiar “lay-out.” 
Without warning. the artist was apt 
to plunge hastily into the swift re- 
cording of a portion of a landscape 
which especially appealed to his 
fancy. Today these separate bits 
are comstituent parts of his mature 
compositions. 

“In the Vafier.” one of the five 
Lawsons, is another compositiona! 
and tonal etude. It differs tn sen- 
timent from the ecstatic expression 
just described. being «quiet and 
gTay-green. and is premeditated 
rather than spontaneous. Tone 
qualiti umnduilate rhythmically. 
soothingly. and finally form the 
extremely difficult “V-shaped sky 
and diamond-shaped foreground. 
without imposing unpleasant and 
imcongruous angles upon the spec-

Fred Price's levity in 
the “Internationa] Studio.” con- 
cerning the implements Lawson 
employs in gaining his present sur- 
faces, is especially enjorable after 
a wholesome study of one of his 
later pictures. The spade and 
shovel, or even the trowel. saw 
and hatchet of Price's facetious- 
ness. are entirely forgivable when 
one sees the miraculous scintilia- 
tion and vibration that resu!t.

Judge Hogdon Elected Pres- 
ident of Ozark Trail As- 


sociation—Tells of Okla- 
homa Trip. 


Juége Sam Hodgdon of Ciayton 
Henry Schulz of Webster Groves 
Lewis Wallwebber of Kirkwood 
ané Sam Hodgdon Jr. have just re- 
turned from a motor trip over the 
Ozark Trail from St. Lou's to Dun- 
can, Ok.. where the annua! conven- 
tion of the Ozark Trai! Association 
was held and Judge Hodgdon was 
elected ita president and Schulz 
vice president for Missouri. 

At the convention it was decided 
that the Ozark Trail should be ex- 
tended from ocean to ocean, and 
that the officers should publish a 
folder describing the trail and its 
attractions and containing com- 
plete maps on each state traversed. 

Judge Hodgdon reports that the 
trail ie im good, travelable cond'i- 
tion all the way from St. Louis to 
ite present western terminus at A'- 
buquerpe. N. M., where it runs into 
the Santa Fe Trai! “In fact.” he 
said. “I fewnd it so good that ! 
would noé-hesitate to recommend it 
to anyone.” 

Route of Ozark Trail. 

The Ozark Trail leaves St. Lou's 
over Manchester road. then swings 
into Big Bend road and Lockwood 
arenve through Maplewood, Web- 
ster Groves and Glendale to Kirk- 
wood, where it follows the Sugar 
Creek road to Valley Park and then 
the Anmtire road to Pacific. continu- 
ing te Catawissa and at Roberts- 
ville picking up State highway No 
12 through St. Clair. Bourbon and 
Cuba to Rolla. At present the 
Sugar Creek road section is not be- 
ing traveled. the Daugherty Ferry 
road being used instead from Kirk- 
wood to Valley Park From Rolla 
the trail swings south on No. 7 
threegh Licking and Houston to 
Cabeol. then west again on No. 16 
threegh Sermowur to Springfield and 
thence through Sarcoxie and Moun*t 
Vernen to Joplin and south on No 
1 to Neosho. or via Republic and 
Monett over No. 16 to Neosho. As 
has been told in the Automobile 
Section. this route from St. Louis to 
Neosho is tn food condition theuch 
hardly. to be attempted in wet 
weather.

He Had Hired a Beauty Specialist to Remove Scar From His 
Cheek and Wore a Wooden Thumb to Prevent Identifi- 
cation—Posed as “Harry Trafole’ When Arrested in 
California for Burglary, but Prints Identify Him as Man 
Who Killed Mae Goodwin, “Queen of the Underworld.”

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 3. 

HN RESINSKY is a smart guy. Sharp, 
Jerre Wise. See? There wasn't a 

jail around Memphis strong enough to 
hold him. When he wasn’t busy escaping he 
was using his head to fix up that slick yarn 
he told the jury. He croaked Mae Goodwin 
because she had seld his sister to the white 
slavers, he told them. And they fell for the 
story after John squeezed a few tears from 
bis lamps. Let him off with 20 years instead 
of giving him the rope. 
After the sentence Resinsky crashed out of 
the county jail with three negroes and made a 
clean getaway. The bulls weren't smart 
enough to handle him, that’s all. John drift- 
ec south of Old Mexico and for seven years 
nobody at headquarters learned a thing about 
him. They say around the tenderloin that 
John came back for a visit several times, but 
it may have been just his boasting. Anyway, 
John was bright enough to steer clear of the 
flat-foots and the dicks. 

The trouble with Resinsky is that he can’t 
keep his hands off other people's diamonds. 
He was a great iceman in his day, was John, 
and the rocks seem to fascinate him. They 
drew him back to the old racket, second-story 
work, two weeks ago.

The Years at West Point 
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So at the age of 24 Cadet Pershing was 
launched on his career.

In 1886 Pershing graduated from West 
Point and was commissioned Setond-Lieuten- 
ant. His first post was at Fort Bayard in 
Grant County, New Mexico. In this year 
General Nelson A. Miles led an expedition 
against Geronimo and Natchez, the Apache 


chiefs, whose marauding bands had terrorized 
the settlers of New Mexico and southern 
Arizona. The young officer arrived too late, 
however, to take part in these campaigns. 
He was assigned to the famous Sixth Cavalry 
and saw service in the marches against the 
Sioux. With the Sixth he chased Chief Big 
Foot into the Bad Lands country of South 
Dakota and fought him at the battle of 
Wounded Knee. He later was stationed at 


various posts in this region. 


In Mexico. 


After six years of Indian campaigning 
Pershing applied for a leave of absence 
and visited Lincoln, Neb., where bis family 
had moved from Laclede. While he was 
home the chair of military science and tactics 
of the University of Nebraska became vacant 
and citizens of Lincoln petitioned the War 
Department to appoint Pershing. This was 
done and he was a professor for four years.

When Derisbourg again was called before the 
bar of the Criminal Court the Judge was in the act 
emning him to death by the guillotine.

discharge stops, the observer knows that that 
particular animalcule is sick and about to die. 
His digestive system has got eut ef erder, and 
with the water-drop creatures indigestion is a 
fatal disease. 

The simplest form of digestion in this 
microscopic world is that of the lowest creature of 
all, the jellylike amoeba. These amoebas are creep- 
ing creatures, not swimming ones. They crawl 
slowly along the bottom of the water or over the 
surfaces of twigs or roots that are submerged in 
it. And when they come to a particle of food they 
merely wrap their bodies around it. > 

In the amoeba whose portrait is reproduced here 
you can see a small arm being pushed out by the 
creatire. The front of this arm is of clear, trans 
parent jelly. Back of this, the main body of the 
creature contains many opaque granules that make 
the body more or less cloudy. 

When the amoeba wants to swallow a food par- 
ticle he merely pushes out two of these arms. They 
meet on the far side of the food particle and engulf 
it. Then the living matter of the amoeba digests it. 
If it proves to be something indigestible the amoeba 
is not especially concerned. His body simpby flows 
on and leaves the useless particle behind. 

This amoeba is the simplest living anima! He is 
extremely simple even when compared with his more 
educated.companions in the water-drop world. the 
hydra and the slipper animalcule. 

Nevertheless he possesses the beginnings of the 
great gifts ef life that we enjoy. His creeping ability 
is the beginning of muscular movement; his recog 
nition of food is the beginning of the senses: his 
utilization of the food after it has been engulfed in- 
side his body is the beginning of digestion.

MARTIAN CANALS SEEN TO SHIFT. 


ROF. W- H. PICKERING, long a distinguished 

student of the canals and other markings on 

Mars, describes in a recent announcement in 

Popular Astronomy the relatively sudden shifts 
in position which these curious markings sometimes 
are seen to make. 

Within a few days a canal may move its apparent 
position, the professor states. by 
as much as 150 miles. 

It is difficult to reconcile this 
with the idea that the casals 
represent strips of vegetua:ion 
growing along artificial water 
ways built by intelligent crea 
tures for the distribution of life 
giving water, this idea being the 
interpretation of the straight-line 
“canals” originally suggested by 
the late Prof. Percival Lowell. 
Such strips of vegetation prob- 
ably could not move at alli, let 
alone moving as rapidly as some 
of the canals seem to do. 

Another interpretation of the 
eanals is that they are darker 
strips produced when the ground 
is wetted by a severe storm of 
rain. 

But if this is their origin, why 
are they so frequently straight 
lines. and why do they reappear 
year after year in the same po- 
sitions”?

F A MERE human being is any judge of 
bird psychology, “Patriotic Pete,” otherwise 
celebrated as the “Yankee Doodle Bird,” un- 
derwent a nervous shock the other night at 
the-Musicians’ Club. “Pete,” as many St. 
Louisans know, is a canary, and he is nation- 
ally remowned among fanciers for a unique 
accomplishment. He whistles that more or less 
classical anthem, “Yankee Doodle”’’—not a few notes, 
mind you, but the entire 16 measures. . 

He takes a high and proper pride in this attain- 
ment, which, so far as seems known here, only ope 
other canary in the United States, a feathered 
maestro in San Francisco, can rival. Unlike many 
human pests, as a usual thing “Pete” doesn’t pretend 
the slightest diffidence about exhibiting his talent. 
He doesn’t have to be coaxed: in fact, mostly he 
gets up and does his piece without waiting to be 
asked. 

If he was less-obliging on this particular evening, 
there were extenuating circumstances. . He had been 
shut up in the dark all day, which made him cross; 
besides. it was the moulting season, ahd he had lost 
most of his tail. 

Some 200 men and women were crowded into the 
small. hot rooms, glaring with electric light. “Pete” 
didn’t mind: he was ateustomed to bigger throngs 
than that. He had received the plaudits of thousands 
in the huge Coliseum. It was another circumstance 
that plunged him into morose ruminations. When 
his cage was placed on a table that served as a 
stage, “Pete” discovered that he was not alone. 

Beside him rose a tie# of five small cages, one 
above another. In each was a creature which was evi- 
dently a canary. “Pete's” glance of recognition

The third principal tour is the bell roll, which, 
like the hollow roll, rises and falls in pitch. It is 
formed on a diphthong consisting of the vowels “ee” 
and French “u,” combined with “r’’ or sometimes 
“1.” The sound is something like “irr-irr-irr.’"’ The 
simple bell tour is based on g¢he vowel “ee,” without 
consonants. The tone must possess what fanciers de- 
scribe as “metal”; it must ring with a crystal and 
silver chime. It is regarded as fatal if the bird in- 
troduces an “‘s”’ before the “ee.” A related tour is

tempo. It is considered one of the most beautiful of 
the modes.

The loveliest of all canary tours, according to Dr. 
‘Karl Russ, who has written a learned volume on the 
canary, is the “Koller,” which, chants this savant, 
“has a eupbeny, a fullness which far surpass all 
other tours, and even the most speaking accents of 
the nightingale itself.” “Koller” means “gobble,” 


‘and it is explained that the bird seems alternately to 


swallow and then disgorge its notes. This tour is 
said to be virtually extinct. 

The watef roll has liquid, gurgling notes which 
are thought to resemble the splashing of water. The 
rare Glucke tour is based on the vocable- “glook,” 
»- which sometimes changes to “giahck,” or **klahek”’— 
a-defect- which fillg an expert with boftor, 0a if Ca- 
ruso had sung off the key. 

The pipes or flute notes are sung on the vowels 
French “u,” “oo” and “ow,” preceded by a “d” or 
a ie They often serve to open and usually to end 
the entire aria, and as moduiations from one tour 
to another. Only three or four may be sung in suc- 
cession, and they must be low, soft and deliberate. 
High, shrill flutes make the canary connoisseur’s hair 
stand on end. : 

The “Schwirre’” resembles the whirring of crick- 
ets, muted and subdued. These form the 10 stand- 
ard tours in Germany; to them the American Breed- 
ers’ Association adds the Water Glucke, the deep, 
bubbling water tour and the Schockel, which is a 
kind of laughing cadenza. 

Most of these tours are employed either for 
modulation or for ornament—that is to say, fiori- 
ture. No bird has yet been bred which possessed 
them all in perfection. Out of a possible score of 
100, the best bird of the five on tour was rated at 42 
points, which is regarded as an unusually good score. 


There are certain sounds which no prima-singer 
may ever utter. A_bird which ventures to pronounce 
the expletives “zitt’ or “chop’’ only once, is ex- 
pelled forthwith from any contest. He must not 
smack his tongue while singing, or introduce sibi- 
lants into his rolls, or interject disconneeted shrill 
cries, or begin his song with a love-call instead of a 
flute, or break off without finishing a tour that has 
been started; or make a false attack—such as be- 
ginning his Knorre too low. No cackling is per- 
mitted, but the artist may hazard an occasional Auf- 
zug. if it is soft. The Aufzug is a sound like the 
winding of a clock: when hard, it resembles the 
tearing of calico. Most of these defects are inherited 
from the original faulty song of the wild canary.

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Discovery of a shrine of Venus 
at Damascus Gate of Jerusa- 
lem reopens controversy as to 
place of the Resurrection— 
Tradition has accepted the 
present site of the Church of 
the Holy Sepulcher—Was 
the Emperor Constantine 
wrong? — Stone just un- 
earthed may be part of a 
pagan temple erected by the 
Emperor Hadrian to dese- 
crate Christ’s burial place. 


OLLOWING close upon the 
unearthing of the tomb of 
Tutankhamen there now 
comes a discovery which may 
have an important bearing on 
controversies as to the exact 
location of another tomb of 

far greater significance to the Christian 
worid—the Tomb of Resurrection, 
where Christ was buried and where “on 
the third day he rose again from the 
jead. 

This discovery, when first dug up re- 

ently by English excavators in an an- 

ent place known as the Garden Tomb. 
just outside the Damascus Gate of Je- 
rusalem, seemed to be only an irregu- 
lariy shaped block of stone, incrusted 
with the grime of many centuries. 

One of the excavators noted that the 
sione seemed to have markings onit. A 
report was made to the British Depart- 
ment of Antiquities and further exam- 
ination of the stone-was made by an 
expert, who identified it as a shrine of 
the Goddess Venus. with a carving of 
tre column and tree of Adonis 

The Garden Tomb where the stone 
was found has been regarded by many 
as the “true Tomb of the Resurrection.” 
despite the old and valiantly supported 
tradition that the place of the resur- 
tection is the one now marked br the 
( ,ureh of the Holy Sepu!lcher inside the 
walls of the modern city of Jerusalem. 

The significance attached to the find- 
ing of a shrine of Venus at the Garden 
Tomb lies in the accepted historic fact 
t.at after the suppression of a revolt in 
Palestine in the second century the Em- 
peror Hadrian built a new Roman cits 

the gite of Jerusalem and. amons 
other things, erected a temple of Venus 
over the Tomb of the Resurrection for 
tie purpose of completely desecrat

Im a vault adjoining 
the Tomb two tombstones were unt- 
earthed bearing inscriptions to Non- 
nus and Onesimus, deacons of the 
Church -of the Resurrection. and 
‘buried near my Lord, although the 
latter. i 
pther, has. “been gz 
should be added . those who support 
this Tomb do not depend only on ex- 
ternal evidences.

# plosives. 

: 7E manufacture of explosives in 

the United States is, In many re- 

spects, the basic or key industry 

industries de- 
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¥ on which other 
~ pend. The coal, metal mining, steel, 
quarrying, transportation and other in- 
Bi could not be carried on as they 
- today without the use of explosives. 
a test year more than 500,000,000 
‘pounds of explosives of all kinds were 
‘panufactured in the United States and 
“were employed for the innumerable uses 
“of industry and science. 

_» Modern explosives make possible the 
bs of good roads as we know 
them: in fact, about 1000 pounds of 
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for every mile-of roads built in our 
country. These explosives are employed 
in getting out stone from the quarries, 
in clearing the’ right of way and in 
drainage. 

Nearly everything that we use in our 


highly complex civilization has a rela- 
tion to, or is based on, explosives, in 


some aspect of its manufacture. . The 
great factor of cheap power in our civ- 
ilization is coal, and last year more than 
140,000,000 pounds of blasting powder, 
besides large quantities of dynamite, 
were used to mine it. 

Explosives enter into the manufacture 
of such a widely used necessity as the 
automobile, because without them the 
metals for the machines could not be 
produced in the quantity required. It 
has been calculated that to produce one 
of the small and widely used cars whose 
bame is familiar to everyone, one and 
four-hundredfth pounds of dynamite are 
represented in its manufacture. 

Explosives also have a part in the 
production of such a common and useful 
tool of modern life as the telephone. 
The various metals which go into the 
manufacture of this instrument, includ- 
ing aluminum, iron, copper, tin, lead, 
zinc, silver, gold, platinum, mica and 
nickel are all produced through the use 
of explosives in one way or another. 
Other materials are brought to the place 
of assembly over railroads, roads or wa- 
terways constructed through the use of 
cxplosives. 

But it is not only the automobile and 
the telephone, but practically every 
other tool, machine or utensil of our 
daily lives which are dependent on mod- 
ern explosives for their production. The 
list runs from the alarm clock which 
wakes us up in the morning to the ice 
cream which we have for dessert at din- 
ner. The connection of ice cream with 
modern explosives may not be apparent 
to the listener until it is remembered 
that thousands of pounds of rock salt 
used in making this confection are blast- 
ed out with dynamite. 

For the first time in history, man is 
using explosives to help him in raising 
food. Stump land is being cleared with 
dynamite in order to make possible 
more acres of tillable ground. Thou- 
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dynamite and blasting powder are used. 


sands of acres of swampy and useless 
lowlands are being turned into good 
farms by drainage ditches which were 
tlasted out with dynamite. 

Fruit trees and other trees are being 
planted by dynamite and it is found 
that such planting greatly increases the 
vigor of the trees and allows them to 
produce more abundant yields. Old 
orchards which appear to have passed 
their usefulness are being rejuvenated 
by dynamite which, set between the 
rows of trees and detonated, seems to 
loosen the ground so that the roots 
can obtain more food. 

Engineers are using dynamite suc- 
cessfully in ridding certain parts of 
the country of mosquitoes and malarial 
fever. This is done by blasting ditches 
to drain ground, for it has been found 
that in many parts of the country dyna- 
mite is the only agent which can eco- 
nomjcally open up a ditch through 
woods and swamps filled with debris. 

With the invention of dynamite, man 
for the first time has been able to 
blast out rocks and reefs at the bottom 
of harbors and thus we have some of 
the most important submarine explo- 
sive work going on. 

The uses of explosives today seem 
to be numberless. Besides their em- 
ployment in the basic industries, men 
are using them to scrap old machinery, 
tear down walls, break ice jams, blast 
away snow in high mountain passes, 
crumble concrete abutments, dig foun- 
dations for skyscrapers, keep the sea 
lanes clear of icebergs and derelicts, 
take out parts of machinery which have 
become wedged and open frozen sluice 
gates.

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RUSSELS has many associations 

with literary England. There are, 
Be instance, the famous Brussels 

chapters of “Vanity Fair’’; there 
was the inevitably flamboyant sojourn 
of Byron; and finally there was Char- 
lotte Bronte. 


But the Brussels of Charlotte Bronte 
is, alas, to a great extent a thing of the 
past. Readers of “Villette” who go in 
search of the original of the “quaint rue 
Fossette”’ must prepare for a great dis- 
appointment. Probably they remember 
that from the rue Royale just behind 
the Belliard statue a flight of steps 
leads down to a lower level and termi- 
nates opposite the entrance to the pen- 
sionnat Heger, and they set off on a 
journey of exploration. But they have 
not counted on the town-planning zeal 
of the Bruxellois. 


The flight of steps has been replaced 
by a highly ornamental staircase with a 
sculptured fountain at the bottom, and, 
what is more deplorable, all the houses 
of the old rue Isabelle which figure in 
the novel as the rue Fossette have 
been razed to make room for a wide new 
street, the rue Ravenstein, and among 
them has perished the pensionnat Heg- 
er, on whose site now rises the imposing 
building which is the headquarters of 
the leading Belgian bank. There is not 
even a tablet to draw the attention of 
the passing Englishman to a spot where 
one of the greatest women of his race 
lived during the crucial years of her 
life, 


The only Bronte relic of importance 


Chapel in the rue du Musee where Char- 
lotte attended frequently during her 
stay. It is rather difficult to find be 
cause its entrance has been incorpo- 
rated in the architectural scheme of the 
facade of the Belgian Royal Archives, 
but it well repays a visit, if only be- 
cause it awakes speculation as to the 
effect its decoration and its service had 
on the tortured, sensitive soul of Char- 
lotte. In appearance it has many affin- 
ities with the average Nonconformist 
chapel in England, except that its mar- 
ble columns and the quasi-idolatry of 
the allegorical picture painted on the 
wall behind the pulpf are more of a 
concession to the esthetic than are usu- 
ally to be met with in such a place. 

The plan of the church, with its gal- 
lery running round three sides, the pews 
covered in dark, dusty green baize, the 
small pulpit draped in the same cloth, 
all these recall unpretentious chapels in 
the home country. It is quite a small 
rlace, very quiet within its thick, paint- 
ed walls and padded doors. And out- 
side there is no rumble of traffic, no 
clanging of tramecars, none of the Sun- 
day clatter of the boulevards, only the 
shuttered shops of the sellers of prints 
and woodcuts and across the lawns and 
their shrubs the sunlit pilasters of the 
Royal Library. 

Perhaps these secluded precincts 
Charlotte may have found that for 
which she must have longed so often 
and needed so desperately, rest for 
mind and body.—John oo’ =London’s 
Weekly. 


GOOD automobile driver must 
have certain definite psychologi- 
cal characteristics. For example, 
he must have what the scientists 
call a short “reaction time’’—which 
means that the fraction of a second 
which elapses between the time that he 
gees someone in the road in front of him 


and the time that he applies his brakes 


must be a very short fraction of a sec- 
ond. People differ in this. Some peo- 
ple take much longer than others to 
make simple “reactions” like this. Such 
people make poor automobile drivers. 

All this has been known to the psy- 
chologists for some time, but it has been

Scientist Devises Tests for Auto Drivers. 


Recently, however, Dr. A. J. Snow of 
the department of psychology at North- 
western University, at Evanston, IIl., 
has devised a series of such tests for 
taxicab drivers. He is able to deter- 
mine with some reasonable certainty 
just how quickly a driver will act in an 
emergency and whether he will act 
wisely or will “tose his head” ‘for an in- 
stant and precipitate an accident. 

Dr. Snow believes that were tests like 
these required of all candidates for 
commercial drivers’ licenses the per- 
centage of accidents would be reduced 
and many misfit men would be induced 
to séek occupations for which they are 
better suited.

The Advantage of Having a Masical Name. 


T IS doubtfal, indeed, if, from an 
esthetic point of view, there is not 
always a disadvantage in a multi- 
plicity of names. Kings are com- 
monly baptized with more names than 
even they themselves can possibly re- 
member, but as a rule only one of the 
long catalogue is used, and a King— 
like a commoner—is content to be 
known by a single Christian name like 
Edward or George. 
These royal names are for the most 
part simple and popular. There has 
been no King Algernon in Engiand. 
Algernon, for some unaccountable 
reason, is a name that would seem a 
little pretentious even in a King. It 
used to seem to many people absurd in 
a poet, and it would be possible to 
argue, if not to prove, that the early 
| failare of Swinburne’s inspiration was 
due to the fact that his Christian name 
‘was too much for his genius, says a 
writer in The New Statesman, published 
'in London. 

Certainly. most of the English poets 
have had names from association with 
which the muses would not shrink. 
From Geoffrey Chaucer to Alfred Ten- 

'nrson, most of them seem to have car- 
ried within their names a destiny of 
/poetry. John Keats is the ontstanding 
exception, though I am not sure that 
even his name would appear quite so 
‘ugly if “Keats” were pronounced so as 
‘te rhyme with “greats.” as it may once 
| bave been. 

Sheller. it is true. though he had 
a hbeantifn! surname, also suffered from 

'a mame that was not beautiful all 
through. Speak of him as Shelley and 
vou seem to hare the essence of his 
| roetry: speak of him as “Percy Bysshe 
| Sheller” and rou have at once the in- 
‘Pemuagrene dF an of his life in a few svila- 


| bles. 
| How beautiful in comparison is the 
‘name of Mary Shelley!’ How modest 
and how musical! Perhaps it is partly 
hbecanse of her name that some of us 
can hardiy bear to hear her criticised. 
A elever young writer was recently 
‘sneering at her because she did not 
| like Sheller to dress in such a peculiar 
/war that people stared at them when 
i'they were out walking. But how could 
'a woman with so beautiful a name be 
| expected to sympathize with eccentrici- 
| ties of clothes? 

It is easy to forgive Shelley 100 years 
|later, but we who forgive him have not 
to appear in public with him, feelinz

of its beautiful stories. 


George Moore some years ago worked | 


out a theory of the appropriateness of 
the names of men of genius. Surely, 
the parents of Oliver Goldsmith were 
unconscious prophets when they gare 
him so admirable a name. It is as 
though “The Vicar of Wakefield” had 
already been begun on the day of his 
baptism. There have, f is true, been 
men of genius who have been given 
names unworthy of them by their par- 
ents. but. as often as not, in recent 
times, they hare in later life taken 
names that seem to fit them perfectly. 

Three of the most famous writers in 
Europe at present—-Anatole France, 
Gabrielle d’Annunzio and Joseph Con- 
rad—-have signed works of genius with 
names of genius, but the names were 
not given to them in the presence of 
godfathers. 

Again and again we find the man 
oi genius striving for perfection in his 
name as in his writing. How great a 
differenee Robert Louis Stevenson made 
by changing the spelling of his second 
tame, “Lewis”! Whether parents can 
endow a child with genius merely by 
giving him a perfect name is a matter 
on which there mar be two opinions. 
But it would be interesting to inquire 
whether there have been more than one 
Rudyard Kipling even in name. 

And we have much the same feeling 
in regard to the names of beautiful 
women. If you fell in love with a beau- 
tiful unknown woman, you would be 
horrified to learn that she had not a 
name in conformity with her features. 
You would be like Nicholas Nickleby 
when he sent Newman Noggs to make 
inquiries about the lovely lady with 
whom he had fallen in love. When New- 
man returned Nicholas asked him eag- 
erly: “The name, the pame, my dear 
fellow!” “The name's Bobster.” said 
Newman. “Bobdster!” cried Nicholas.
